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SAUCER PHOTOGRAPHED BY 
NEW JERSEY REPRESENTATIVE 

On July 28, 1952, August C. Roberts, 
IFSB Representative for New Jersey, was 
fortunate enough to actually photogr^h 
a flying saucer over New York City.

UNITED STATES OF AMSICA 

Memphis, Tenn. — Sept. 8, 1952 — A 
woman employee of a local newspaper said 
she saw a flying saucer in broad claylight. 
She said: **lt looked like a big washtub, 
with a large pole through the middle. It 
had a light on each end of the pole, one 
green and one purple. 


Bristol, Conn. — Dec. 1, 1952 — A V 
formation of 30 flying "objects” was seen 
by a Bristol woman and her neighbor. She 
said: "They were definitely round and 
wobbled from side to side as they floated 
by. They looked like flat ashtrays.” 


Bridgeport, Conn. —Dec. 18, 1952—A 
married couple from nearby Fairfield saw 
two flying "saucers” over their home at an 
altitude of approximately 15,000 feet at 
4:30 P.M. The objects were round, moved 
together and shot out reddish pink flames 
around the outer edges. Municipal airport 
says, "sunspots”. 


Dallas, Texas —Jan. 6, 1953—A bril¬ 
liant colored object having swept-back 
wings, hung in the sky for several hours, 
then vanished. 


Japan— Jan. 27, 1953—United States jets 
^ased strange dusters of red, white and 
green lights flying at blinding speeds 
through the sky. The objects remain uni¬ 
dentified, but were picked up by radar. In 
one instance, a small metallic object of 
disc shape, made a controlled sweeping 
pass at an American jet fight-bomber. It 
was a bright cloudless day and the pilot 
got a good look at the object. It was aoout 
eight inches in diameter, very thin, round 
and shiny. 

Ocean View, Va. — Jan. 27, 1953 — A 
woman and her neighbor saw a big ball of 
fire in the sky. It was headed fora landing 
about a mile away. It could have been a 
meteor. 

Los Angeles, Calif. —Jan. 30, 1953— 
A Northrop Aircraft test pilot declares 


that he saw four "saucers” flying in for¬ 
mation near Malibu. Earlier, officials at 
the El Toro Marine Corps Base, southeast 
of Los Angeles, reported that one of their 
jets chased a large, fiery disc-shaped ob¬ 
ject, but was outdistanced. 


Conway, S.C. —Jan. 29, 1953—A farmer 
and ex-veteran, hearing a commotion in 
his bam, took his gun and went out to in¬ 
vestigate. At treetop level he noticed an 
object 24 feet long and 12 feet across with 
a light grayish color and lit up inside. The 
object was 8 to 10 feet deep. He said, "It 
was something like half-an-egg, cut from 
end to end.” Becoming frightened, he fired 
his gun at the object and it flew away. 
Since this happened numerous livestock 
have died mysteriously in that area. 


Bridgeport, Conn. —Feb. 7, 1953 — A 
large undetermined explosion rocked a 
part of Bridgeport area on two separate 
days. One blast was accompanied by a flash 
of light. It was finally attributed to a fall¬ 
ing meteor, although this is not yet certain. 


Franklin, Va. —Feb. 9, 1953—Strange 
circular craft about 35 to 38 feet in diam¬ 
eter of a silver material with windows had 
been hovering in the sky over Franklin for 
two nights. At times the objects threw 
off a red glow while the windows cast a 
bluish color. They were chased by jets, but 
the jets were outdistanced. 


Southport, Conn. —Feb. 23, 1953—A 
group of eight glowing objects which had 
the characteristics of flying saucers were 
yotted by a resident near his home. At 
first sight they were in a perfect box for¬ 
mation, remaining stationary for two min¬ 
utes before they swiftly disappeared. 


Cherry Point, N.C.—Feb. 11, 1953— 
The Marine Corps reported that jet planes 
had chased and then lost a red lighted 
object that flashed through the sky at as¬ 
tounding speed of better than 500 miles 
per hour.

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SAUCERITIS! 

by John Armitago of Graot Britain 

The average man outwardly ridicules the fact that flying saucers exist, and generally 
put this phenomena down to mass hysteria, or missies propelled by wrathful housewives 
subject to hysterical tendencies; nevertheless, in spite of this opinion thousands of men 
and women from every walk of life, and from every nation, have not only seen, but have, 
over the last four or five years taken photographs of these mysterious objects. 

A section of the Aeronautic Specialists scorn the idea that an airborne object of this 
shape and design can be logical, both from aerodynamic and propulsion angles—others 
consider that in the space of a few years these objects will become the accepted mode of 
air travel, and seriously consider that perhaps the U.S.S.R., utilizing the brain of abducted 
German Scientists, are many years ahead of the Western Powers in the field of magnetic 
research, producing flying discs for the purpose of obtaining vital information by photo¬ 
graphing American defense installations, etc., at the same time testing their reliability 
for a more sinister role. 

Another popular theory, which has support among the astronomical scientists, is that 
these objects come from outer space. This being the case, are our sister planets in their 
rarefied atmospheres capable of producing animal life as we know it in our world? 

Seriously speaking, I consider the most conservative point of view must be taken 
because no practical proof of the existence of flying discs has ever become common 
knowledge. Yet the American authorities do not deny their existence and have been so 
obviously evasive in answering any questions produced by the press on this subject. So 
may we assume by this attitude, that these perhaps, if they exist, are of American origin? 
Nevertheless one’s imagination may run riot if a study is made in this direction. One may 
even begin to believe that H. G. Wells hadyintuition when he wrote "The War of the 
Worlds" by the remarkable true story: On the night of August 22, 1924, our neighboring 
planet Mars passed within 35 million miles <)f this world. Observatories in the 
Hemisphere were eagerly scanning the big red orb in the still, starry nigh^ ho^ mg to 
catch some evidence of life, or human occupation on its surface. Every high powered radio 
station was silenced in the hope that some message would be flashed across space. Sud¬ 
denly, after a long period of tension, first one radio station and then another picked up a 
distinct signal on a wave band of 6,000 meters which was recorded on film by an apparatus 
similar in nature to the sound recording devices used in the motion picture industry today. 
After these signals ceased the film was developed, and shortly after examined by a 
group of scientists who w'ere astounded by what they saw. On the left hand side of the 
film was a series of clear and unmistakable dots and dashes (similar in nature to our 
Morse code and on the right hand side spaced at equal intervals a mass of jumbled lines 
resembling very strongly the feature of a man s face. This film was then rushed to de¬ 
coding stations who after studying it for some weeks stated that they could not decode it. 
This film has been kept as a permanent record as proof of the historical activities on that 
night.

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LET’S SNAP IT —FOR PROOF

Reading about “flying saucers”, '‘discs”, “objects”, “cartwheels”, “dimes”, "fireballs”, 
cr anything else you want to call them is interesting, but without a photograph or other 
proof to back up the sightings, words are almost worthless. As yet, no one has ever really 
pro veil that "saucers” do exist, so we, as members of the I FSB, should try our best to 
do so. That "saucers” are real, we know, but how about proving it to the rest of the 
world? If we succeed, the I FSB will go down in history. When the reports start coming 
over the radio and appearing in newspapers close to your home town, get outside and 
begin looking for these flying wonders. 

One of the first things to do is to get that camera out of mothballs, and have it in 
readiness for sudden use. As sky watchers for Civil Defense, we are in strategic positions 
to look for them, since CD has direct phone service from the tower to the Air Force 
Filter Center, and should any saucer be spotted by any other skywatch post, the Air Force 
will contact your post to be on the lookout for them. If witnesses are on hand when an 
object is sighted, the story is more likely to be believed than if only sighted by one person. 

A friendly tip to assure a good photograph (if you are lucky enough to spot this 
phenomenon) is to practice light exposure using the moon as a guide. Most objects 
seem to be as bright, except their color varies from silver to bright orange, while reports 
even have them listed under all colors of the rainbow. Their speed, too, has been disputed 
as from standing motionless to thousands of miles per hour. Regardless of color or 
speed, aim that camera at is and press that button. If your efforts are not rewarded, do 
not feel too badly or give up, because the only pictures on record today have been taken 
this way. Perhaps you may get a clear, sharp, distinct print which will prove that there 
are such things as flying saucers. (See you next issue, Augie!)

THE ADAMSKI-WILLIAMSON AFFAIR

One of the most discussed incidents in connection with flying saucers is the Adamski- 
Williamson affair brought to the attention of the IFSB by our Council member, Mr. 
Meade Layne, M.A. 

It seems that on November 24, 1952 or thereabouts a group of four persons were 
on a picnic lunch about ten miles east of Desert Center, Arizona. At 1:30 a large cigar¬ 
shaped object was sighted, moving eastward at great speed, or at times motionless. It 
disappeared, but returned in 5 or 6 minutes. A Mr. Adamski observed it with his tele¬ 
scope. About two hours later a saucer or disc landed about mile distant and he took 
several flash exposures of it. It was about 20 feet in diameter, translucent, with a silver 
finish, portholes, and 3 ball bearing devices underneath. It hung about 3-4 feet off the 
ground. Adamski then saw some one motioning to him from a nearby elevation and he 
walked toward the person. The man spoke some English and also something that sounded 
like Chinese. He appeared to be about 23 years old, round face, tan and ruddy complexion, 
gray-green eyes and long sandy hair. He wore red-brown slipper-like shoes, pants tied 
around the ankles and a brown jacket. The visitor spoke and said that he came from 
another planet, came to investigate mushroom cloucis seen by his people. The cigar¬ 
shaped ship was the mother ship, and that the discs came from that. He would not allow 
Adamski to get close to the ship. He shook hands with Adamski, and before leaving 
indicated that his footprints would have some significance. Mr. George Williamson made 
plaster casts of these footprints and they are being studied. (This whole story is being 
given careful study by our own IFSB before we will make any comment on its authen¬ 
ticity.)

It was travel¬ 
ing north and was about 6 feet in wing 
span with the naked eye. 

SIGHTING #8— 

Mrs. Glenn C. Fuller, Member from Ken¬ 
tucky. 

A round object was sighted at 8:30 
p.m. on the night of July 30, 1952. It was 
a very bright white with blue around it. 
Its speed was about 750 m.p.h. at about 
2000 feet. It was visable for a very short 
time, and was traveling from Northwest 
to Southeast with a size of about 50 feet 
in diameter. 

SIGHTING #9— 

Gilbert E. Menicicci, Rep. California. 

Sighted a ball-shaped object on Nov. 2, 
1952 at about 12:30 p.m., it was copper 
colored and it appeared to be suspended 
in mid-air. It was visible about one minute. 

SIGHTING #10— 

Anthony E. Reveaux, Rep. Connecticut. 

Sighted a blip on Dec. 17, 1952 at about 
4:30 p.m. while on the Ground Observing 
Post of Civil Defense. It was a deep golden 
hue and seemed to be traveling at a rela¬ 
tively slow speed at a height of about a 
mile, it was traveling in a westerly direc¬ 
tion. There were 2 of them and their size 
was between 50 and 800 feet in diameter. 

SIGHTING #11— 

Larry Touzinsky, Member from Miss. 

Sighted a sphere on Jan. 3, 1953 at 
about 10:30 p.m. It was red-orange and 
traveling south and was visible about 5 
seconds.
